HELD IN CONTEMPT 


AFTER CRITICIZING 


ACTIONSJF JURIST 


EDITORS CLEVELAND PRESS 


SENTENCED TO THIRTY 


DAYS FOR CONTEMPT 


CLEVELAND, July 17. 


(AP)—Louis B. Seltzer, ed- 
itor of the Cleveland Press, 
and Carlton K. Matson, chief 
editorial writer, were given 
a stay of execution, today by 
Appelate Judge Willis Vick- 
ery after 
Common Pleas 


Judge Frederick P. Walthcr had 
held them in contempt of court and 
ordered them to serve 30 days in 
the county Jail and pay fines of 
$500 each. 
Judge Vickery, reached at his 
home by Newton D. Baker, former 
secretary of war and counsel for 
the newspaper men, ordered their 
release under $1,000 
bond 
each 


pending an appeal. 
The appeal, filed by Baker on 
grounds of error, will not be heard 
for six or seven months unless a 
motion is. made to advance it ahead 
of the regular order. 
Seltzer and Matson were permit- 
ted to leave the jail, where they 
have been formally booked as pris- 
oners. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 17.—W—

Walther today. They were sen- 
tenced to 30 days in jail and fined

Judge Walther, who heard the 
charges brought by himself as a re- 
sult of an editorial In the Press 
criticizing his granting of an .In- 
junction to racing interests, order- 
ed immdiate execution of the sen- 
tence. 
The jurist denied a motion for a 
stay of execution, saying there was 
no statute to support it. Newton 
D. Baker, former secretary of war 
and chief attorney for the news- 
paper men, hurried to the court of 
appeals to attempt to obtain bond 
for the men pending further efforts 
for a stay. 
Orders Sheriff to Act. 
In spite of Baker's announcement 
that he would appeal at once to the 
Appellate court, Judge Walther is- 
sued a call for Sheriff Honratty to 
take the two men Into custody im- 
mediately. 
The injunction was granted 
by 
Judge Walther to operators of,the 
Thistledown race track restraining 
Sheriff E. J. Hanratty from inter- 
fering with use of the "contribu- 
tion" system of betting, provided it 
was legal. The sheriff took 
the 
stand that the system was illegal, 
and that the order was not binding, 
and closed the track. 
The Press, in an editorial pub-

ESCAPING GAS IS* 
BLAMED FOR DEATH 


THREE CJCAGOANS 


CHICAGO, July 17.—W>—Lethal 
gas escaping from a mechanical re- 
frigerating system yesterday was 
blamed by health authorities for the 
deaths of three persons found as- 
phyxiated In their apartment. The 
condition of the bodies and a leak 
in the building's refrigerating sys- 
tem Indicated that methyl chloride 
gas, used as a refrigerant, was re- 
sponsible for the deaths, Coroner 
Herman N. Bundesen said. 
Those asphyxiated were Joseph 
Painter, 32; his wife, Mary, 21, and 
their infant son, Joseph, Jr. The 
parents were found dead in bed and 
the baby in its crib. 
After investigating the tragedy, 


Coroner Bundesen ordered immed- 
iate suspension of operation of all 
mechanical refrigerating 
systems 
using methyl chloride gas and de- 
clared he would seek a special ses- 
sion of the city council to legalize 
the edict.

AFTER SLUGGING 


DALLAS,

18.—PTV- Jack 
O'Keefe, 35, well known resident of 
Hutchins, 10 miles south of Dallas, 
was found injured fatally on 
the 


Denton Interurban track near the 
c ytilimlts early today. 
Police Investigated on the theory 
he had been slugged'and his body 
mangled by a car after it had been 
placed on the track to cover up the 
crime. 
As O'-Keefe was being placed In 
an ambulance, he told police 
he 


had been slugged and dragged upon 
the track in front of a freight 
train, which also travels over the 
Interurban right of way. 
'They slugged me arid I'll get 
them," the man told officers be- 
fore lapsing into unconsciousness. 
He died a few hours later. 
Examination of the body reveal- 
ed that O'Keefe's skull had been 
fracturedr Both legs and one arm 
were severed by the freight train. 
He was found by the crew of an 
interurban car that passed over 
the track about ten minutes after 
the freight train. 
Blood stains were found beside 
the right of way on' the opposite 
side from 
where the 
body was 


found, and showed O'Keefe 
had 
been dragged along the track for 
some distance before being placed 
on the rails He had no money in 
his pockets, and his watch 
was 
missing. 


O'Keefe was last seen in Hutch- 


Ins yesterday and no reason was 
known by relatives for his being In 
Dallas., They did not know wheth- 
er he had any money in his pos- 
session when he left home. 


After 
a further 
investigation 
some of the oflfcers discarded their 
foul play theory, and said they be- 
lieved. O'Keefe was injured fatally 
when he 
attempted 
to hop the 
freight train. 
He is survived by his widow and 
two children.

MANY IMPROVEMENTS 


Presenting graphic illustrations 


of the many Improvements now be- 
ing made, the St. Louis Southwest- 
ern Railway Lines have recently 
sent out a neat booklet showing 
numerous aerial views of work 
that has been completed. 
In the foreword to the booklet, 


President Daniel Upthegrove calls 
attention to the fact that the rail- 
orad has anticipated the growing 
demand for fast, dependable ser- 
vice and has launched Into a gi- 
gantic program of improvements. 
In the territory between 
Mt. 
Pleasant and Corslcana, a distance 
of 142 miles, millions of dollars are 
being spent. On this section the 
grades are being reduced from a 
maximum two per cent to one per 
cent momentum; curves are being 
reduced from 10 to 4 degrees max- 
imum, anH more than four com- 
plete circles of curvature elimi- 
nated; chappy grades have been 
corrected; in 18 places danger of 
overflow has been materially re- 
duced ; 22 miles of track rebuilt on 
a new-location, all track fully bal- 
lested, and light steel replaced with 
heavier. 


All of this work .has been done 
without interruption to traffic. AH 
of the improvements are expected 
to be completed early in 1930 while 
the greater part of' them will be 
done by Augus.t 1, 1929.' 
In the views presented, graphic

BIG JOB FOR MEDICAL 


SCIENCE. 


What puzzles many is the 


fact that, although the long- 
evity of life is increasing, 
disease epidemics are be- 
coming fare and more and 
more once virulent diseases 
are being overcome, the 
mortality from cancer, heart 
disease 
and 
tuberculosis 


shows a continual increase. 


There should be no cause 


for alarm nor is there any- 
thing inexplicable in this sit- 
uation. 
Physicians 
were 


quick to recognize the rela- 
tion of the lengthening span 
of 
life and the growing 


death rate from 
cancer, 


heart disease and tubercu- 
losis and it is because the 
public has failed to associate 
the two that many live in 
constant dread because of 
the 
increasing 
mortality 


from these disorders. 


Cancer, tuberculosis and 


the diseases of the heart are 
diseases of mature life. Can- 
cer is a disease virtually un- 
known among young people 
and the others are more 
prevalent 
among 
mature 


men and women. 
Heart 


disorders 
are 
uncommon 


among people under 
40 


years old. Knowing this the 
medical men put two and 
two together and arrived at 
the simple arid perfectly ob- 
vious conclusion that the 
only reason there are more 
deaths from these diseases 
is because there are more 
old people to develop them. 
When people were • dying 
twenty years earlier in life 
than they are today, there 
were relatively few who l}v- 
ed long enough to develop 
these organic disorders. 


Medical science has got 


humanity safely through the 
first fifty years and is only 
now focusing its laboratory 
and research work on the 
obstructions which make the 
second fifty years so hazard- 
ous. There is no reason to 
doubt that it will be as suc- 
icesful in conquering the ills 
of old age ,as it has been in 
vanquishing the diseases of 
youth. 
BELIEFS OF THE SIMPLE. 


Of all the superstitions 


with which ignorant man 
likes to plague himself, prob- 
ably none is more popular 
than the belief in devices 
and methods for foretelling 
the future. Unless it be get- 
rich-quick schemes, nothing 
.better demonstrates human 
gullibility and credulity.. 


In all times there have 


been arbitrary devices which 
clever manipulators Used to 
deceive those who longed to 
know what would 
happen 


next year. Moderns laugh 
at the ancients who were 
taken in by such transparent 
frauds as the oracles, proph- 
ets and astrologers, but most 
moderns at some time in 
their lives have their period 
of faith in the almanac, for- 
tune-telling 
cards, 
horo- 


scope and ouija board. 


One* of the more or less 


modern manifestations of 
this form of superstitious be- 
lief is the ouija board. That 
is, it is of relatively recent 
invention 
and still 
com- 


mands its believers. The uses 
its inventor, William Fuld, 
conceived for it were fore- 
telling the1 future, answering 
questions about the present 
and past and . reading the 
thoughts.of others, but dur- 
ing and since the war it be- 
came a "spirit medium." 


Persons of a scientific 


turn of thought are astound- 
ed at the credence which 
many have put in the little 
game. It was copied from 
the planchette, of an earlier 
time, which wrote 6ut its 
answers with a pencil insert- 
ed in the third leg and prob- 
ably had as large a follow^ 
ing of the superstitious. 


Under a less occult name 


than the ouija board it is con- 
ceivable that it might never 
have attained to the diginity 
of an oracle, but this seem- 
ingly mysterious word is 
only a combination of the 
French and German equiv- 
alents for yes^oui and ja.

Nearly all of them artf microscopic 
studies of the soldier's life. There- 
fore they reveal the brutalized hor- 
ror of war, Its agonies. Its waste, 
its folly. And that is well, if ever 
we are to have a warless world. • 
But there is another view. From 
this distance. It Is possible to get a 
telescopic view of the war, and to 
see it In its larger aspects and con- 
sequences. The 
present Lesson 
constrains us to this. And we may 
discern how God makes the wrath 
of man to praise Him. Evil be- 
yond measure the war wrought; 
but also good beyond the mond of 
man to understand. 
By the war of progress of hu- 
manity was set forward centuries 


Old insunlarltles were 
The racial and natlon- 
at a leap 
abolishe 
al stagnation of agea were destroy- 
ed. Vast new understandings of 
life's possibilities, and of human 
.rights, took possession of hundreds 
of millions of people. All the world 
was brought into a common con- 
sciousness of unity. In an Incred- 
ible new sense, man learned to In- 
herit the earth, because of the con- 
vulsiqns of war which awakened 
the remotest people. jNot since the 
beginning of time has there been 
such a wholesome educational ex- 
perience for humanity. The war 
gave us a new world, In compen- 
sation for Us bitter cost 
What Lie* Ahead? 
Not only have the oldest, largest 
nations; like China and India and 
Egypt, been rejuvenated as a con- 
sequence of the war, and a mood 
of nationalism -'and 
self-assertion 
and progress created 
throughout 
the whole earth; but now and per- 
manent ties of world solidarity 
have been created. Airplanes have 
wi ged their way across ;the Dark 
Continnent and above the forgot- 
ten centers of Asia. The radio has 
.come, singing its paean of univers- 
ality, to bring a common under- 
standing and Interest to the whole 
round world. 
Automobiles -now 
speed along the ancient caravan 
trail which for mllllenlums were 
devoted to the slow-stepping feet 
of camels and donkeys. The. gener- 
al dissemination of new* concern- 
ing conditions everywhere Is pub- 
ting a period to old exploitations 
and Injustice by setting.up a new 
trflbunal of world opinion. Even 
the timeless ills that have always 
rackea the human body are being 
sought out .and conquered by mod- 
ern medicine.' 
Standardization is not merely 
the new note in western industry: 
it is the keynote of the age In all 
departments of life. With a speed 
which has left us bewildered, Asia 
and Africa have cast, off the hab- 
iliments of the ancient East, and 
have adopted western garb 
and 
western ways. Science' has put 
new tola of conquest 
and ' of 
comport into the hands of every- 
body. "Old things have passed 
away; behold, all things have be- 
come new." 
Now What Next? 
Last evening a friend asked 'me, 
"Have you any idea of what is to 
follow all these wonderful changes 
that have been crowded Into the 
years since the war?" She cited 
the stupendous advances in public 
thought and in world politics; the 
new discoveries and 
inventions; 
and the readjustment 
of 
the 
world's1 mind toward life. 
What answer could I make, ex- 
cept that, for some reason outside 
of our deserving, we have come to 
a fullneses of times which the In- 
finite God is preparing for His own 
purposes. Certainly God is getting 
the world ready for something. 
With a swiftness that fairly start- 
les us. He Whose other name is 
Providence, has brought mankind 
to a realisation of the unsatisfac- 
torlness of merely material things. 
Despite the automobile and* the 
air plane and the talking motion 
pictures and the radio and the al- 
most superhuman manufacturing 
machines men and women 
are 


feelinpr and expressing a great un- 
filled void in life: All of the mar- 
velous , material gains of the past 
fifteen years have not brought sat- 
isfaction to the human spirit Prob- 
ably there never before was so 
much outspoken discontent in the 
world as now. 
Like Ezekiel's rlvere, which is the 
theme of today's Lesson, life has 
rapidly expanded from waters up 
to the ankles, up to the knees, up 
to the loins, and then a stream to 
swim in, which cannot be passed 
over. This old prophet foresfcw. 
a strange increase and expansion 
of Divine goodness. His picture 
of that kingdom's increase was one)

A warning that the state and 
federal authorities are vigorously 
enforcing the statutes against the 
buying and selling of rotten eggs 
has been received by A. B. Walker 
* Son, local poultry dealers, from 
the state department of health. 
The following cautions and di- 
rections are given in the circular:

Bounding the United States, with 
Mexicans, Spaniards and Italians, 
s recommended In a report by the 
national 
Irrigation 
commission 


which, after detailed study of the 
problem, suggested tfcat farmers 
of these nationalities be given prc- 
'erence and advantages for solon- 
zatlon of the territory now only 
sparsely settled. 


The commission pointed out that 


it Is advisable to populate the ter- 
ritory with peoples whose ten- 
dency is to mix with and create 
unison among the different classes 
and Indian tribes now living there 
and to mix among 
themselves, 
thus eventually creating one peo- 
ple rather than a series of distinct 
groups. 


To substantiate that theory, the 


commission used the situation in 
certain parts of Europe, as an ex- 
ample, setting forth in particular 
fhe case of the old Austro-Hungar- 
ian empire, where people of vari- 
ous origin settled 
and 
retained 
their individuality, leading to the 
necessity after the war of split- 
ting the empire into several coun- 
tries. 


The first thing that should be 


done, according to the 
commis- 


sion's idea. Is for the government 
to offer land in the territory men- 
Uoned under conditions within the 
immigrants' ability to meet, pro- 
vide the necessary help In the way 
of Irrigation, roads, etc., and then 
give Mexicans now living in the 
United States first right to the 
soil. 


Then, in order, the land would' 
be placed at the disposal of Mexi- 
cans now living in Mexico, Span- 
iards and Italians.

MT. 
CALM, July 
16.—Oil 
activity increased In the newly dis- 
covered oil field Just west of the 
«!ity during the week-end with the 
discovery of two new wells and 
.•workmen were awaiting the ar- 
r rival of casing to bring in the two 
producers — the Harper - Starkey 
Jenes No. 1 and the Latson-Har- 
per-Jones 
No. 2—probably some- 
time Tuesday. Leases and royalty 
deals ara being made rapidly and 
are Belling on a $300 basis. 


From all indications, the field 


•will extend slightly east of north 
from the relative depths of the 
production encountered thus far. 
Large numbers of visiting oil men 
and tcouts are on the ground daily. 


I The activity is 
not feverish as 


I would be the case If there wera 
gushers and deep testa, but plans 
are being rapidly laid for a num- 
ber of tests—as fast as rigs and 
other equipment are received—and 
within a few weeks it is expected 
that the Held will be a beehive of 
activity. 


The Latson-Harper-Jones No. 1, 


the "discovery well" is on the pump 
for ten hours daily and Is produc- 
ing 26 barrels of oil. Production 
was found at 700 reel. The Lat- 
son-Harper-Jones No. 2 has touch- 
ed the pay- sand at about 650 feet 
with a good showing of oil and will 
be brought In Tuesday or Wed- 


nesday. This well Is 350 feet east 
of the discovery well. 


The Fentress-Hollomon No. 1, a 


350-foot off-set to the 
discovery 


well to the south, has a fishing job. 
A bailer was lost. A showing of oil 
was found at 800 feet. 


The Harper-Shavkey-Jones No. 1, 
a 350-foot west oil-set to the dis- 
covery well has a good showing of 
oil at 785 feet and will likely be 
brought in Tuesday or Wednes- 
day. 
The well is shut down await- 
ing the arrival of casing. 


Tha McElmurray, et al, tost on 
the Joe Keltt lease Is about 1200 
feet north of the discovery well 
and drilling started early Monday 
morning. 
Oil men are expecting 
the production sands to be en- 
countered at a considerable high- 
er level If the Indications of the 
other wells near the discovery well 
are maintained. 
< 
Drilling is being done with Rot- 
ary rigs. 
Another test, the C. E. Clarke 
No. 1, is down 200 feet, one-half 


mile west .of Mt. Calm within tie 
city limits. 


The discovery well Is located on 
the J. T, Jones farm. Mr. Jones 
has 160 acres of land, the present 
wells being located on the southern 
portion of his farm, and from 
the 
Indications thus far, It is reasonable 
to expect that his farm will be In 
the heart of the field. 
The dis- 
covery well is located southeast ef 
his residence—about 200 feet. The 
Fentress well is directly in front 
of his modest farm home while the 
Harper-Sharkey-Jones No. 1 well 
is just west of his back door. THe 
yard is full of oil men looking over 
maps, etc., taking advantage of the 
shady yard to escape the broiling 
sun. 
He has 
sold 
considerable 
leases, but has kept a large por- 
tion of his holdings. 


At the present time, the field has 
not been defined as to location.but 
the trend 
is apparently to the 
northeast from the varying depths 
that the pay sand has been found. 
Mt. Calm has livened up 
and 
business and real estate has ex- 


perienced a healthy Increase. The 
field Is easily accessible, being only 
about a mile off the state highway 
No. 31 and with a sandy soil that 
will be passable In all kinds of 
weather. Good railroad and high- 
way connections are available. 
The Mt. Calm field Is the first 


oil field discovered in Hill county. 
In line with, the apparent trend 


of the field, It Is understood that a 
block of acreage will be secured 
northwest 
of 
Hubbard between 
Hubbard and Malone and a test 
drilled. Considerable 
wlldcatting 


Is expected in various portions of 
southern Hill county during 
the 


summer.

State Witness Recalled 


G. L. Vlnson, state witness of the 


morning, was recalled by the de- 
fense and he said that he had over-

"tteorge Simmons, negro, with John 
Jkoth, constable, and others on the 
/Scorning of the tragedy, and that 
the negro had said that he had 
heard nothing except an argument 
over some milk between Mr. and 
Mrs. Davidson during the night of 
the killing and the burning of the 
house. 
B. Coker, deputy sheriff, testified 
that he witnessed the confession and 
•aid there was a slight wound on 
the cheek of the defendant. 
W. A. Robbins, Groesbeck, tax 
assessor and former tax collector, 
farmer resident of Cooledge, said 
TBs.t he had known Davidson since 
'fief-was a small boy and that he was 
not a normal person. On cross-ex- 
amination, he said he did not know 
whether the defendant knew right 
from wrong or not. 


The State of Texas had appar- 


ently about concluded the intro- 
duction of the testimony Thursday 
noon,xwhich it hopes to send Lloyd 
Davidson, 34, to the electric chair,

Hotel Man Is WltneM.

Davidson made his home In Mexla, 
testified that he went to Lloyd 
Davidson's room about 
6 a. . m. 


May 3, and the bed was made up. 
Davidson was not in the room. On 
cross-examination, 
he said that 
Davidson had stayed at his place 
pt six weeks or two months and 
his former wife and daughter 
about a block from the place. 
'said 
that Davidson was not 


brking at the time and was ap- 


parently worried, but on re-direct 
examination by Attorney Carl Can- 
non, said that be did not appear 
to be out of his mind In any way. 
C. C. Davis, Waco, formerly tail- 


or shop man of Mexia, testified 
that Davidson came to his shop 
ibout 9:30 a. m., May 3, and brought 
a dark suit to be cleaned. He iden- 
tified a suit shown him by Attor- 
ney Cannon. He said that he no 
Heed blood stains after cleaning 
the suit. On cross-examination, he 


^admitted that he noticed the blood 
\ Attains after the officers Called his 
attention to it and did not notice 
It before cleaning it. 


G. L. Vin»on,,. who recldet 1 3-4 


miles north of Cooledge, formerly 
of Powell, and neighbor of the eld- 
er Davidson for many years, whose 
louse is about 400 yards from that 
of the elder Davidson, 
testified 
that he went to the scene 'of the 
killing and burning about 4:35 a. 
m. May 3, and that the. house was 
burning. He testified that he did 
not see the bodies In the house on 
his first visit to the place. H.e re. 
lurned home, according to his tes- 
timony, ate breakfast and return- 
ed. He saw the bodies. Mr. Dav- 
idson's body was in the north room 
on the melted Iron bed. The legs 
had been burned off, as had the 
arms. The head had been mash- 
ed in and all of the flesh of 
the 


head, face, body, etc., had been 
burned away, leaving the charred 
bones, with pieces of burned bones 
near the body. 


Mrs. Davidson's body was In the 
south room with the head severed 
from the body and being about a 
foot frpm the trunk of the body. 
There was a small hole in the head 
and the arms and legs had been 
burned off and the flesh from the 
body was gone. He also testified 
that he found an oil drum or bar- 
rel, a double-bitted axe and an oil 
stove container In the room. 
A 
pistol was found In the debris of 
this room.. He said that Mr. Dav- 
idson was accustomed to keep the 
oil drum In the yard under a tree. 


On cross-examination by Scott 


Reed of the defense, Mr. Vlnson 
stated that the 
Davidson house 


faced east. He said that he went 
into the ruins of the house about 
sun-up, and a negro, George Sim- 
mons who lived about 
75 yards 


from the Davidson house, and oth- 
er men came up. He admitted that 
at first he did 
not know which 


body was that of Mr. Davidson 
and which body was that of his 
wife. He said that he had known 
W. T. Davidson 29 years and that 
Davidson had been married three 
times. The first Mrs. Davidson was 
the mother of Loyd Davidson and 
died when he was a lad. 


Had Been Separated. 


Davidson and his second wife 
separated and that the last mar- 
riage took place several years ago. 
He said that Loyd Davidson and his 
family resided ,on the farm with 
his father for several years prior 
to the third marriage of the elder 
Davidson. 
On re-direct examina- 


tion by County Attorney Cannon, 
'he testified that 
the elder and 


younger Davidsons did ncjt "get 
along well together," but upon'the 
objections of the defense, the an- 
swer arid question were stricken 
from the record on order of the 
court. Mr. Vinson identified a plan 
of the house drawn by him. 


J. Sam Adams, another neighbor 


of W. T. Davidson who owns an 
adjolnmg farm, testified that be 
arrived at the scene about 5 a. m. 
His testimony in the main was the 
same as that given by G. L. Vin- 
ron. On re-direct examination by 
H. B. Daviss, he testified that W. 
T. Davidson was thrifty but did 
not know whether there was any 
money in the trunk In the house or 
not 
On further questioning 
by 
the defense, he said that the farm 
of Davidson consisted of 66 acre* 
and was valued at S100 per acre 
and dented that the land was not 
wofcth more than $50 per acre. On 
redirect testimony, 
he admitted 


that the elder Davidson bad two 
automobiles.; 


Ed Gordon, neighbor, went 
to 
the Bouse about sun-up on the 
morning after the house was burn- 
ed. He said that George Simmons, 
negro came after him. He did not 
go close" to the bodies and examine 
them. 
He aald that there were 
several Davidson children, but that 
he was not acquainted with all of 
them. 
Negro On Stand. 


George Simmons, negro, who liv- 


ed as he termed It "77 yards from 
the Davidson house and 40 yards 
from the Davidson barn," testified 
that he was awakened at an early 
hour on the morning that Mr. 
and Mrs. Davidson were killed, by 
"knocking." He said that he heard 
Mrs. Davidson scream and that he 
got up and opened the door of his 
shack and looked toward the house 
that he "seen" a man come out of 
the house with a flashlight 
and 


after flashing his light toward the 
road, went to the wooodpile and 
then back to the house. The negro 
said that he did not recognize the 
man. 
Later he returned to bed 


and heard some "chopping" noise 
in the direction of the Davidson 
house and some more "knocking" 
—about 30 "licks." He then heard 
an explosion noise like a gun shot 
and he got up again and saw the 
house was afire. He said that be 
laid back down but didn't go to 
sleep during the remainder of the 
night. Spectators laughed and were 
warned by District Judge Hawkins 
Scarborough. 
The negro said that .he went aft- 


er Mr. Gordon about daylight 
The witness also testified to a 


conversation had with the defend- 
ant during the winter after it Is 
alleged that W. T. Davidson had 
refused to let his son in the house 
on a cold, rainy night 
He also 
said that Loyd 
Davidson 
went 


back to the house and got some 
dry clothes. He (Loyd Davidson) 
discussed the actions of his father 
with the witness and said that 
Loyd Davidson thought that his 
father thought he wanted to kill 
him. 


Denied Statement*. 


On cross-examination, the negro 
said that he did not talk with Mr. 
Vlnson and others on the next 
morning and denied saying that he 
had not heard any disturbance. 
He admitted, 
however, 
that he 


talked to Mr. Booth about hearing 
a "fuss" at the supper table.. He 
denied that he had been arrested 
and put in jail before he made any 
statement about the happenings at 
the time the double-killing occur- 
red. He laid that be was on the 
witness stand twice during 
the 


trial of Loyd Davidson for the al- 
-°eged slaying of his step-mother 
but didn't remember whether he 
testified about 
the conversation 


with young Davidson the first or 
second times.' He said that he did 
not hear the car drive away from 
the house. 


On re-direct examination, he said 
that the officers did not mistreat 
him while in jail. 
He said he 


guessed that the "knocking" oc- 
curred between 1 and 2 o'clock in 
the morning, but that he did not 
hav^ any time piec«. 


The state introduced the signed 
statement and confession and read 
portions of it and the defense in- 
troduced that portion which was 
omitted by the state. A. R. Mace, 
chief of police of Mexta, was pres- 
ent at the time that the confes- 
sion was made and testified that 
Davidson made it voluntarily aft- 
er having been warned by County 
Attorney Cannon. 
On cross-ex- 


amination, he told of the defend- 
ant saying that he would not have 
killed his father for "anything" a 
t'.ay or so before the confession was 
made, but denied that any such 
statement wa» made at the 
Urn*
